In jury trials attorneys can question jurors, under 
oath about tiieir attitudes, records, impartiality and com 
petence. Even judges may be disqualified for cause. This 
is the historic process designed to insure fair trials for all 
Americans. 

However, the House Judiciary Committee disregarded 
these rules and voted to recommend Prsident Nixon's im¬ 
peachment despite their admission “there is no evidence 
at all the President violatd any law.” What this prosecu¬ 
tion or per.secution? 

Only' “treason, bribery or other high crimes and mis- 
emeanors” is cause for imi)eachment. None of these are 
charged by the committ('e. What kind of judges are these? 

On the same basis every Congressman or Senator who 
votes on the impeachment should first be required to an¬ 
swer, under oath, the following questions? 

1. Have you over recorded any conversation of any 
per.son without his knowledge? 

2. Have you ever accepted a corporate labor union 
campaign contribution? 

3. Did you ever associate personally with any person 
subsequently found guilty of crime? 

■1. Have you ever failed to file a complete, full and 
perfect reimrt listing every campaign contribution in any 
campaign you were ever associated with? 

5. Did you ('ver vote for any bill that in any way 
benefitted any campaign supporter or contributor to your 
election? 

(i. Has the Ill.S ever cpiestioiK'd any' federal income ta.x 
return you ever filed? 

",lodge not less ye b(' judged.” No Senator or Con¬ 
gressman should vote on impeachment who can not gi''e 
a negative answer to these qustions.
